Practically all the settlers 
are farmers, many of them having un- 
der cultivation as much as one hun- 
dred acres. Splendid crops are pro- 
duced on the fertile soil, and though 
the Fort is situated at a point four 
hundred miles north of  Hdmonton, 
and subject to summer frosts, at no 
time during the past ten years has 
there been a total crop failure.
